Even in the World Cup finals some arbitrary measures are taken, 
fairly or unfairly, because there is simply no alternative. 

Any player getting two cautions must miss his team’s next match. 

The same rule applies to all FIFA internationals and UEFA Cup 
matches. 

The managers, coaches and players know the rule and it’s up to 
them to keep out of trouble. ; 

To even suggest that this technical problem belongs to the realm 
of jurisprudence is nonsense.

Jupp Derwall is his usual fit 
and dynamic self after his recent 
successful disc operation. He has 
known since the game against 
Wales in December, 1977, that 
he is to be Helmut Schon’s suc- 
cessor as manager of the 
German national team. 

Referring to a campaign . of 
criticism against him recently, he 
says: “If | were afraid of taking on 
this job, | would give up here and 
now.” : 

The grey-haired Rhinelander is 
puzzled at the scepticism with 
which his appointment has been 
greeted in some quarters. He ac- 
cepts the challenge and has clear 
ideas about how he is going to do 
the job. 

“Of course | have been thinking 
about who | am going to pick for 
the. national team next season 
and what players are going to 
form the basis of the squad. But | 
haven't spoken to any of the 
players about my plans yet. | did 
not want to interfere with Helmut 
Schon‘s work. 

“1 get on well with the players 
and no one can expect me to 
make ‘radical changes. Helmut 


Schon and | were a good team, 


even though he bore the sole 
responsibility, as | am equally pre- 
pared to do in future. We have 
discussed everything, and ! would 


be a fool if | did not seek my~ 


friend Helmut Schon’s advice.” 

The scepticism about Jupp 
Derwall comes from some in- 
ternational players who call him 
“Corporal’’ and from fans who 
accused him of glossing things 
over after the 2-1 victory over 
England in Munich. 

“On this game, Derwall says: 
“To be honest, | did talk out of 
my hat after that game. | couldn’t 
just launch into the players. | 
thought: if you say something 
negative, the team _will ~ think 
you've rejected them. My inten- 
tions were good but maybe | went 
too far. | would like people to ap- 
preciate my position at the time.” 
~The new man will not only be 
following in Helmut Schon’s 
footsteps but has ideas of his

own. He plans to rehabilitate 
German players playing abroad 
who have up to now been banned 
by the German FA from playing 
for the national team. 

“| will be talking to the German 
FA executive about possible solu- 
tions.“ The new national team 
manager also wants to talk to the 
players not included in the final 
squad of 22 for Argentina. He is 
thinking of players such as 
Tenhagen and Seliger, who in 
their disappointment at not being 
picked said they would never play 
for Germany again. ~ 


Derwall says: “If they are play- 
ing well, 1 will certainly talk to 
them.” Although he is 99 per cent 
in agreement with Helmut Schon 
about the World Cup squad, he 
makes no secret that in his search 
for players who could have made 
a name for themselves in the 
World Cup finals he is thinking 
primarily of Karlheinz Forster of 
Stuttgart. 

“He is already a mature player. 
When | phoned him up to tell him 
he had not been chosen for the 
final squad, | said: ‘Youll be very 
disappointed, 1 suppose.’ He 
answered: ‘Oh well, I’ve achieved 
my aim for this year. | played in 
the game against Brazil in Ham- 
burg.’ “ 


Derwall lives in Dudweiler in the 
Saarland. Anyone who looks at 


the teams in the Bundesliga will ’ 


realise that this is somewhat out 
of the way. “l am going to stay 
there because I’ve got my own 
flat and my children go to a lacal 
German-French grammar 
school,” he says. 


As Helmut Schon’s assistant, 
Derwall watched most of his foot- 
ball in nearby Kaiserslautern. As
